During the year which has elapsed since the end
of the Rebeilion our merchants have displayed great
euterprise in the restoration of Amernecan shipping.
Theravages commitied by the Amgle-Hebel priva-
feors swepl awpy many yvessels, ana more thana
thousand were transforred to foreign flags, *o that
the tormgn carrying trade passed alwost entirely
out of the banas of American shippers, Scores oi

ps were moored nt our wharves, whie in tho East

Indies and ocher distant ports scorcs more lay idly

ut their anchors. shipoers feared to charter Ame-

rlcan vessels, and our own merchants did nol care
tc nek thoir ospital upon ovenns beset by piratical
oruisers. This was the condition of affairs a year

3{'0. To-day the ovean 15 sgain dotted with our

ships, and the Amencan flag is visble in all foreign

porta,

The war has entirely changed the character of

our copsting trade, and steam has ina great meoa-

sure superreded canvas. Ports which belore the
war were supplled by small saling vessols now
enjoy the mdvantages of sweam eommunications
aud all freights except coals and bulky articles fin

quicker muans of transportavdou, Our shipyards
weekly add 1o the numbers of our mercantile fleet,
and the new vossels are generaily or o botter olaas
than tormer models.

« Tne Pacific Mall Steamship Company has con:

structed two ot the largest wooden stenmers in tho

world for the Pacific trade, and others wiill soon
follow. American steamers are aiso nﬁpurln: on
the Soutn Amencan coast, aud tone Brasilians, in
chanwering steamem for conveying troops up the
Javer Plate, seocted ours in preference to thos: ol
any other country.
